FRESH EGGS IN GOOD DEMAND 


Little More Attention to Detail« Will 
Result In Profit, Repaying Time 
and Labor.

The demand for eggs seems practi­ 
cally unlimited, more especially 
for 
th e better grades. 
The growth of the 
Storage Industry has tended to equal­

sum m er when fresh eggs 
are plentiful and supplying the defi­ 
ciency in winter when fresh eggs are 
scarce. 
Since the demand is greatest for 
th e best grades, it seems obvious that 
a little more attention to details will 
result In a profit amply repaying the 
ex tra time and labor involved. 
It is not the purpose here to enter 
Into any discussion of the ways of 
Increasing the production of eggs, but 
simply to point out the possibilities

W ashington, Aug. 2«>.— Plan s for the 


adjournm ent of congress have been 


knocked sky high, both houses being 


deadlocked over the general deficien­ 


cy bill and the senate snarled up in 


a filibuster w ithin a filibuster. 


A fter puttering in vain and keep­ 
ing the president of the United States 
sitting all night in the senate lobby, 
both houses recessed at about day­ 
break Sun day until 12 o’clock today. 
In the m eantim e m any senators and 
members of the bouse had left town in 
disgust, and when the two b r a n c h e s 
of congress cam e together today nei­ 
ther had a quorum. 
Furtherm ore, the 
dawn of another leg islative day found 
the 
belligerent 
D em ocratic 
senators 
ready to continue th eir insistence that 
the house shall yield on the $000,000 
century-old state claim s In the general 
deficiency bill. 
The house

the ¡»art. of Sen ator La Fo llette to force 
the passage of the Penrose-Reed reso­ 
lution for a sweeping cam paign con­ 
tributions inquiry and 
you have a 
first-class mix-up. 
A ny attem pt to put 
through 
an 
adjournm ent 
resolution 
w ill be blocked on a point of no quo­ 
rum eith er by L a Fo llette or the four 
fighting Dem ocrats. 
This w ill neces­ 
sitate a sum m oning of absentees back 
to W ashington, but senate leaders say 
they cannot drive the m embers hack 
to the national capital w ith a regim ent 
of cavalry. 
The unexpected deadlock and the 
row over the Penrose-Reed resolution 
has developed a lot of bad feeling. 
W o rn out by their all-night session, 
the w arrin g law m akers w ere the most 
disgruntled and disconsolate lot im ­ 
aginable over Sunday. 
No efforts 
w ere made toward patching up difficul­ 
ties, and unless tem pers cool today 
and some com prom ise is effected, the

A STATE AID ROAD IN NEW . M'UBI. Y. 
i 


Certain trunk Hit*' roads is pahl by the 
' state. 
The principle of state aid is 
i that th«* state contribute to road im 
; proveuieut out of a general fund to 
: which nil taxpayers contribute. 
The 
i fund does not. 
come from 
fanners 
alone, hujt from all thy people, and 
I especially from those that arc hfore 
abundantly able to bear the burd«*n of 
| taxation. 
A great injustice has been 
| done tia* faiTiK'is of this country in ex 
■ 
pectlm? ttiein alone to slmulder the en 
| tire 
expense 
and 
ycsponsitulity 
of 
| building country r*»ads. 
The residents 
i of cities have signiti«**! a greater w ill­ 
ingness to contribute to this fund than 
those who live in the rural districts, 
notwithstanding the fact that prac­ 
tically all the state aid law’s prohibit 
the use of the money within the limits 
Of eities and towns. State aid tends to 
equalize the burden of taxation. 
Every one who uses a highway or 
receives any benefit from it should con­ 
tribute to the cost of its improvement. 
The farmer is not the only one who uses 
the country roads or receives beuetit 
from them. They are also used by the 
country luerelmnt, the lumber dealer, 
the itinerant peddler, tin* village doc­ 
tor, the commercial salesman, by the 
wheelman and the autoinobilist, and to 
a greater or lesser extent by the en­ 
tire people. 
The city dweller cannot 
live without ids daily supplies from 
the farm, and h«‘ must pay daily and 
in cash the greater share of all extra 
cost attending their transportation. 
Some <»f the state highway depart­ 
ments are operated on a purely poiiti- 
cal basis, and it very frequently hap­ 
pens that Bit* highway commissioners, 
as well as tlmir subordinates, are re­ 
moved from office for purely political 
reasons, no matter how efficient or com­ 
petent they may he. 
This is the most 
serious defect in our state aid system. 
Any law providing for state sui»er- 
vision and state aid should be so 
framed as to remove its administra­ 
tion as far as possible from the in­ 
fluence of partisan politics. 
A plan 
; that wems to be meeting with general 
j approval is one which provides for a 
j nonpaid, nonpartisan and technically 
I competent commission that consists, 
I for instance, «»f a professor of civil en- 
j ghmering from one of th** leading uui- 
i versitles or colleges of th«.* stat«*, the 
' state g<*ologist and one civilian mem­ 
ber to 1»«* appointed by tlx* governor. 
JA commission thus constituted has a 
| majority <>f its members select«*«! he 
i cause of their training and ability and 
without reference to their political af 
: filiations. 
The civilian member ap 
point«'«! by th*' gov«»rnor should bring 
I to th«* commission the business ability 
j essential to the proper and economic 
organization 
and prose* ution of its 
, work. 
At the same time, so long as 
(lie governor could appoint only the 
: minority of the commission and th«' 
| same being nonpnid. there would be 
! little inducf-ment I«* make the position 
one of political preferment. 
The actual work of a state highway 
departm«*nt should bo under tlx* dir»v- 
tlon of on«' man possessing f<*< hnieal 
nualifleatiooK. experiemt* and «*xtvu- 
tiv<‘ ability 
This official should b«* np- 
polnt«*d by the commissi m 
He should 
lx* a civil eiigiix'er. s!;i!!*-*l and cvperi 
enced in road construction and main­ 
tenance, and his salary should be flxe«i 
by the commission. Ills posh ion should 
be permauent. and h«* should not be re- 
tnovod except for incompetence or mal­ 
feasance in office.

This is very 
desirable, as it is necessary for the 
state highway department to keep post 
<*d as to conditions existing in different 
counties 
In most of the state aid laws the 
initiative in obtaining state aid rests 
with the county or township authori 
ties. 'I’hls is a wise provision, because, 
in the first place, the local authorities 
are in l*«*tter position to know what 
roads it will be to the greatest advan­ 
tage of tlie county or township to im­ 
prove, and, in the second place, they 
are best able to determine the extent 
of the county's ability to share in the 
expense of such an improvement. 
All­ 
ot h«*r consideration of great importance 
in this connection is that if the initia­ 
tive were to rest entirely with the 
state there would be a certainty oi 
conflict of authority between the stat« 
and the counties, resulting in the ulti 
mate failure of tlie state aid plan. 
The only case in which the roads can 
be built by the state without the full 
and hearty co-operation of the conn 
ties or townships is where the stat«* 
pays the entire cost of building and 
maintaining the roads. 
Most of the 
laws provide that state aid shall not 
I.»«* grant«*«] yptil thy application of tin 
!o< iTT authorities has be?h approved by 
the state engineer, which enables the 
engineer to exercise a sort of supervis­ 
ory power over the selection of the 
roads t<> he improved, to the end that 
th<* various roads throughout the state I 
shall conform to a g’eneFa! system. 
All surveys, plans, specifications an*; I 
estimates for state roads and bridges 
liioilid h<* made by the state highway 
engineer's office, thus insuring uni 
forrnity and a high degree of excel 1 
lence. 
All improvements to cost over, j 
say. $2,900 should be let to hontract, j 
as it lias b(*en found that this means 
economy both in time and money and 
with proper supervision will usually 
give better results than could he oh 
taiued otherwise, 
.— 
Some of the states provide that the 
whole cost shall be paid in the first in 
stnllce by the state, the counties or 
townships being requiml to reimburse 
the state for their share at a fixed 
time after the road is improved. 
Bridges and culverts should be con 
siderod as a part of tlie road and the 
state should aid in their construction 
within proper limitations in the same 
manner as f*»r the road itself. 
When 
the work is let to contract the contrac­ 
tor must of necessity advance money 
in the performance of his contract and 
is therefore entitled to receive partial 
payments thereon as the same progress 
es, but not over M5 per cent of the con 
tract price of the work should he paid 
in advance of its full completion and 
acceptance. 
The state highway engineer should he 
requlretl to keep all roads built by the 
aid of tix* state in proper repair, the 
total cost of such repairs to be paid by 
the state, the counties and townships 
to reimburse the state in the same man 
ner as for the construction «>f the roa«i
